TO ADOLPH MICHAELS 


Many Afflicted Attend Funeral 
of Late President, Leader in 
Fight for Pension. 


Blind Missourians lost one of their 
best friends when Adoiph Michaels, 
blind president of the United Work- 
ers for the Blind, died of heart dis- 
ease at his home, 2648A Franklin 


avenue, Bunday night. Michaels, 


credited with the success of the 
amendment providing pensions for 
the deserving blind at the election 
last November. 

Many blind persons, including 
most of those who work in the 
broom shop of the United Workers 
at 1416-18 North Sarah street, and 

‘of the Missouri Commission for the 
Blind, the only official body, attend- 
ed Michaels’ funeral yesterday after 
noon at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
' Milton 8S. Michaels, 4843 Wabada 
avenue, his only relatives here. Bur- 
ial was at Sheerith Israel Cemeter) 
Had Been Blind 14 Years. 

Michaels was born in Berlin, Ger- 
many, and came to St. Louis in 1882, 
at the age of 17 He worked for a 
wholesale jewelry concern and was 
a traveling salesman in the North- 
west country in the last days of the 
stagecoach. JIater. he entered a 
manufacturing business here. In 
1907 he became totally blind as the 

result of rheumatism. Soon after- 
ward he organized the Unitec Work- 
ers for the Blind and was its presi- 
dent ever since. 

Fred Rolf, a blind man, who sells 
newspapers at Jefferson and Frank- 
'lin avenues, was its president ever 
since. 
| ‘The amendment required the Leg- 
‘islature to fix an annual tax at a 
rate between % cent and 3 cents on 
the $100 valuation for pensions for 
the deserving blind, which at last 
year's property valuation would have 
netted from $123.000 to $741.000 for 
the year. It was thought that $259.- 
000 might be sufficient to start 
There are about 2400 blind Missou- 
rians. 

The Legislature fixed the‘ rate at 
'2 cents and provided annual pen- 
sions of $300 for blind persons hav- 
ing incomes of not more than $780 
‘a year from other sources, excepting 
those who solicit alms, and under 

other conditions. Gov. Hyde signed 
the bill, but on.April 14 said that 
“one had gotten by him in that bil!” 
and that he would ask the special! 
session of the Legislature, now meet- 
ing. to reduce the rate to % cent 
‘State Auditor Hackmann has saii 
that no pensions probably will be 
paid until next year. when the 
first special taxes can be collected.

AN IMPERIAL DIRBGE. 

The American correspondent of the London Daily 
News, discussing Canada’s ultimatum to the Foreign 
Office in the Post-Dispatch, says it has precipitated 
a constitutional crisis such as the British empire has 
not known since the American colonies declared their 
independence 145 years azo. 

Canada made four demands: First, that the colo- 
nies be informed as to British policies in Mesopota- 
mia, India and the East; second, that the colonies be 
consulted as to policies under considerationW that af-| 
fected their interests; third, that no treaty shall be | 
valid until ratified by the colonial Parliaments; 
fourth, that, in any matter affecting the United States, | 
Canada must make the final decision. 

The practical difficulties of operating the empire | 
under such a plan of administration were presented | 
in detail in the correspondent’s commentaries, and | 
the objections appear to be well taken. That the| 
effect would be disintegrating seems inevitable. | 
Broadly speaking, a body politic is governed by the! 
same laws as a physical body. With the centripetal 
force as now exerted by England, counterbalanced or'| 
overcome by the centrifugal forces of the colonies, 
with their separate and growing interests, the im- 
perial entity could not endure. 

Perhaps Canada is now presumptuously trying to 
have the tail wag the dog. But how long will that 
be Canada’s proportionate status? The same question 
Will not those de- 
pendencies, sooner or later, reach the point where 
their individual concerns will be paramount—where | 
they can not, or will not, subscribe to imperial poli- 
cles because of sentimental attachments or faded tra- 
ditions? 

It is a problem of the first magnitude. The Cana- 
dian proposal, in its finality, means the disruption 
of the British empire as it ndw functions—voluntarily | 
and through peaceful evolution, to be sure, but dis-| 
ruption, just the scme. Realignments and readjust- | 
ments not foreseeable now would be involved. At all 
this the year 1921, perhaps, may look academically, |
